Provost 
Jonathan Levin explained that 
the reaffirmation of accredita- 
tion means that other institu- 
tions can trust that the degrees 
UMW gives represent what they 
claim they do. 

This makes it possible for 
credits earned at UMW to be 
transferable to other universi- 
ties. 


President Barack Obama 
addressed the United States in 
the annual State of the Union 
address on Tuesday, Jan. 28, 
focusing on themes such as 
opportunity and executive ac- 
tion.

The Free Lance-Star previ- 
ously used a loan from BB&T, 
provided from Sandton, in 
the amount of $50.8 million 
in 2007 to build Print Inno- 
vators, a state of the art print- 
ing plant on Belman Road. 

Cadwallender said in the arti- 
cle that The Free Lance-Star re- 
duced its loan to around $38 mil- 
lion and is still able to continue
